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PREFACE 

The  following  pages  represent  the  results  of  several  years’  accum¬ 
ulations  of  the  author  with  regard  to  the  genealogy  of  the  paternal 
side  of  his  family.  As  ho  could,  from  time  to  time,  find  a  few  mo¬ 
ments  of  leisure,  he  has  devoted  it  to  the  careful  search  for  authentic 
materials  from  published  sources,  courthouse  documents  and  family 
records.  Simply  to  allow  these  materials  to  remain  within  the  covers 
of  his  notebooks  would  have  been  unjust  to  the  entire  family  connec¬ 
tion.  During  the  year  1935  he  published  a  volunie  on  the  maternal 
line,  The  Gist  Family  of  South  Carolina  and  Its  May'yland  Antece¬ 
dents.  Just  as  that  study  contained  considerable  material  on  the  pa¬ 
ternal  side,  so  the  present  study  gives  further  data  on  the  maternal 
side,  principally  because  the  author’s  father  and  mother  were  distant¬ 
ly  related  through  the  Buford  and  the  Sims  lines. 

While  the  following  pages  are  mainly  of  interest  to  the  family  con¬ 
nection  and  are  written  mainly  for  them,  such  a  study  should  have 
a  wider  appeal.  It  is  becoming  more  and  more  recognized  that  fam¬ 
ily  studies  form  the  foundation  for  a  true  interpretation  of  many 
important  phases  of  our  national  history.  The  part  of  Piedmont 
South  Carolina  in  which  the  Gee  family  treated  in  the  following  pages 
lived  was  settled  in  large  measure  by  migrants  from  Virginia.  Prac¬ 
tically  every  line  which  combined  to  the  making  of  the  present  Gee 
family  under  consideration  originally  derived  from  Virginia,  princi¬ 
pally  immediately  after  the  Revolutionary  War.  As  a  grandson  of 
Virginia,  as  well  as  a  great-great-grandson,  etc.,  the  task  of  tracing 
these  lines  of  descent  has  been  facilitated  and  made  more  interesting 
by  virtue  of  the  fact  that  the  author  has  for  the  past  twelve  or  more 
years  been  a  citizen  of  the  Old  Dominion.  Moreover,  what  has  been 
found  true  for  the  Gee  family  in  its  Virginia  origins  is  largely  typi¬ 
cal  of  the  great  majority  of  the  families  living  today  in  Union  Coun¬ 
ty,  South  Carolina,  and  several  of  the  immediately  surrounding  coun¬ 
ties.  Both  in  its  ante-bellum  life  and  to  a  considerable  extent  in  that 
existing  today,  the  culture  patterns  of  the  area  are  those  derived 
from  the  State  which  was  the  Mother  of  a  large  part  of  its  worthy, 
early  settlers.

THE  NAME 

Charles  Wareing  Bardsley  in  his  A  Dictionary  of  English  and 
Welsh  Siirnaines  (Oxford  University  Press,  Henry  Frowde,  London, 
1901),  page  341,  says  with  regard  to  the  surname  Gee: 

'‘Gee. — Local,  ‘of  Gee,’  now  Gee  Cross,  a  prosperous  village  in  the 
parish  of  Stockport.  That  all  of  our  Gees  hail  from  this  spot  admits 
of  no  doubt.  The  local  registers  teem  with  them.  A  glance  at  ihe 
index  to  Earwaker’s  FJast  Cheshire  will  show  that  they  had  early 
spread  themselves  out  into  the  surrounding  country.  The  surname 
has  ramified  strongly.”  There  are  records  of  Gees  in  this  place  as 
early  as  1494. 

James  B.  Johnston,  The  Place  Sawes  of  England  and  Whales  (John 
Murray,  London,  1915),  page  273,  states: 

“Gee  Cross  (Stockport).  An  ancient  cross  was  erected  here  by  the 
Gee  family,” 

The  following  is  quoted  from  Henry  Barber’s  British  Family  Names 
(Elliott  Stock,  London,  Paternoster  Row,  1894),  page  130: 

“Gee'.  French,  Ghys;  Gorman,  Gey;  Dutch,  Gee;  personal  name.” 

Mark  Antony  Lower,  Patronymica  By'itannica,  A  Dictionary  of  the 
Family  Names  of  the  United  Kingdom  (John  Russell  Smith,  London, 
1860),  page  126,  furnishes  the  following  information: 

“Gee.  The  Celtic  Mac  Gee,  sans  J/ac.” 

Under  Mac,  on  pages  204-207,  the  same  authority  lists  “Seven 
Hundred  Specimens  of  Celtic  Aristocracy,  or  Ahnack's  Extraordinary,” 
as  derived  from  the  first  list  collected  by  Lord  Stair,  among  which  is 
the  name  Gee,  to  which  the  prefix  Mac  has  been  added  by  many  de¬ 
rived  from  the  Gee. 

Indexes  and  guides  to  English  genealogies  give  references  to  the  Gee 
family  as  resident  in  Yorkshire  and  Sussex,  Leicester  and  Suffolk, 
while  Blirke’s^  Commoners  of  Great  Britain  (Volume  II,  page  254)

refers  to  the  Gees  as  “one  of  the  most  ancient  families  in  Yorkshire. 

Several  of  this  name  in  England  were  distinguished  as  educators 
and  clergymen,  and  a  number  of  them  were  knighted.  Bancroft's 
history  of  the  United  States  is  authority  for  the  statement  that  the 
book^  written  by  Sir  Joshua  Gee,  published  in  1729,  was  a  chief  re¬ 
liance  of  the  royal  family  for  justification  of  its  policy  toward  the 
colonies.  Sir  William  Gee  was  a  member  of  the  Second  Virginia 
Company  in  1620.^ 

Landon  C.  Bell  in  his  volumes  on  Lunenburg  County,  Virginia,  notes 
that  the  Gee  family  was  quite  numerous  and  fairly  broadly  distributed 
in  Virginia  in  the  Colonial  days.  “Thus  Henry  Gee  was  living  in 
Henrico  in  1704;  Charles  Gee  in  Prince  George  in  the  same  year; 
Gilbert  Gee  in  Prince  George  in  1738;  and  Robert  Gee,  Jr.,  was  living 
in  Brunswick  County  in  1776.  Henry  Gee  of  Sussex  was  a  notable 
member  of  the  Gee  family.  He  was  a  member  from  that  county  of  the 
Virginia  Conventions  of  1775  and  1776  {Colonial  Register,  203),  the 
latter  one  of  the  most  notable  assemblages  in  the  history  of  govern¬ 
ment,  in  the  annals  of  the  world,  for  it  w’as  the  convention  which 
adopted  the  first  written  constitution  for  the  government  of  a  free 
people  ever  adopted.  He  was  later  a  Colonel  in  the  Revolution.”'’ 

Clayton  Torrence,  one  of  the  most  competent  contemporary  Virginia 
genealogists,  states  that  “no  attempt  has  been  made,  so  far  as  is  now 
known,  to  connect  up  the  Gees  in  Virgrinia  with  the  parent  stock  in 
England;  nor  has  any  relationship  so  far  been  discovered  through 
records  seardied  between  Charles  Gee  (died  1709),  of  Surry  County, 
ancestor  of  the  family  here  under  consideration”  and  any  of  the 
several  Gees  mentioned  in  the  early  records  of  Virginia  before  1660, 
the  probable  birth  date  of  this  Charles  Gee.<^ 

CHARLES  GEE  OF  SURRY  COUNTY 

Charles  Gee"  w'^as  born  probably  as  early  as  1660,  and  the  earliest 
records  available  show  him  to  liave  been  living  in  Surry  County, 
Virginia.  Surry  County  Records,  Book  4,  page  375,  show  that  on 
August  30.  1707,  Charles  Gee  of  Surry  County  conveyed  for  the  sum 
of  £15  sterling  to  Timothy  Reading  of  the  same  county  125  acres  in 
Surry  County  on  the  north  side  of  Joseph’s  Swamp  and  adjoining  John 
Young,  Thomas  Busby  and  Edw^ard  Teatum.  The  inventory  and  ap-

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praisement  of  the  estate  of  Charles  Gee,  deceased,  was  presented  in 
court  and  recorded  in  Surry  County,  July  5,  1709.  Hannah  Geo, 
evidently  his  v.ddow,  \vb.s  administratrix.  John  Cooke,  William  Cooke 
and  William  Heath,  the  appraisers,  set  the  value  of  the  personal 
estate  at  20,652  pounds  of  tobacco,  and  3  Indian  slaves  additional 
were  appraised  at  10,400  pounds  of  tobacco.  {Ibid.,  Book  4,  page  114.) 

Charles  Gee  and  his  wife,  Hannah  Gee,  were  evidently  the  parents 
of  the  following  sons:  (1)  James  Gee,  (2)  Charles  Gee,  and  (3) 
Henry  Gee.  Whether  there  were  other  children  the  records  examined 
do  not  show. 

CHARLES  GEE  OF  SUSSEX  COUNTY 

Charles  Gee,  son  of  Charles  Gee  and  his  wife,  Hannah  Gee,  was  born 
circa  1696.  He  liv’ed  in  that  part  of  Surry  County  which  in  the  year 
1754  became  Sussex  County,  where  he  died  in  the  year  1768.  The 
following  patents  for  land  were  issued  to  this  Charles  Gee:  June  22, 
1722,  for  425  acres  in  Surry  County  on  the  south  side  m.ain  Blackwafer 
Swamp  beginning  at  an  ash  on  Vv'arrick  Swamp  and  adjoining  Thomas 
Tomlinson  and  Thomas  Taylor;  July  12,  1750,  for  400  acres  on 
branches  of  Crooked  Creek  in  Lunenburg  County,  adjoining  Cocke, 
Booker,  Edloe  and  Ragsdale;  August  16,  1756,  for  800  acres  on 
branches  of  Crooked  Creek,  Lunenburg  County,  400  acres  thereof 
having  been  granted  said  Charles  Gee  by  patent  July  12,  1750,  a.nd  400 
acres  never  before  granted.  {Paient  Book  No.  11,  page  140;  Patent 
Book  No.  29,  page  268;  Patent  Book  No.  34,  page  113.) 

Charles  Gee  (1696-1768)  married  Bridget,  surname  unknown  (died 
September  10,  1748),  and  had  issue: 

(1)  James  Gee  (died  1802),  of  Lunenburg  County;  (2)  Charles 
Gee,  w'ho  probably  settled  in  Mecklenburg  County;  (3)  Henry  Gee, 
of  Lunenburg  County;  (4)  Nevil  Gee,  of  Lunenburg  County;  (5) 
Benjamin  Gee  (born  September  10,  1739),  of  Lunenburg  County;  (6) 
John  Gee  (born  January  20,  1742)  who  went  to  South  Carolina,  wliere 
he  died  prior  to  March,  1799,  without  issue;  (7)  William  Gee,  of 
Brunswick  County;  (8)  Jesse  Gee  (born  January  9,  1746),  of  Lunen¬ 
burg  County;  (9)  Penelope  Gee  married - Heath;  (10)  Elizabeth 

Gee  married - Bonner. 

The  following  is  an  abstract  of  the  will  of  Charles  Gee  of  Sussex 
County: 

Charles  Gee,  of  Sussex  County,  will  dated  January  4,  1768;  pro¬ 
bated  August  19,  1768;  son  Benjamin  Gee  the  plantation  he  (Benja¬ 
min)  now  lives  on  in  Lunenburg  County  with  264  acres  thereto  be¬ 
longing;  son  Jesse  Gee,  the  plantation  I  now  live  on  with  425  acres 
thereto  belonging;  stock  of  cattle  to  be  equally  divided  between  my 
sons  John  and  Jesse  Gee;  all  my  negroes  to  be  sold  by  my  executors, 
together  with  residue  of  estate  of  what  kind  or  quality  soever  and 
money  arising  from  sale  thereof  to  be  equally  divided  among  my

ents  doth  give,  grant  alienate  release  and  confirm  unto  the  said 
Willson  Gee  his  heirs  and  assigns  forever  one  hundred  acres  of  land 
to  be  laid  off  of  the  said  Charles  Gee’s  tract  that  he  lives  on  the  east 
side  of  Booker’s  Road  adjoining  the  Land  of  Lucas  Gee  for  the  divid¬ 
ing  line,  to  run  due  west  with  all  and  singular  the  priviledges  and 
appurtenances  thereto  belonging  or  in  any  wise  appertaining  thereto 
to  have  and  to  hold  the  above  said  Land  and  premises  -with  all  the 
appurtenances  thereto  him  the  said-  Willson  Gee  his  heirs  and -assigns 
forever,  against  him  the  said  Charles  Gee  shall  and  will  warrant, 
and  by  these  presents  forever  defends.  In  Witness  "whereof  he  the 
said  Charles  Gee  hath  hereunto  set  his  hands  and  seal  the  day  and 
year  above  written.

Brunswick  County  and  samo  State  of  the  other  part,  Witnosseth  that 
the  said  Wilson  Gee  and  V/ife  in  Consideration  of  the  sum  of  Sixty 
dollars  to  them  in  hand  paid  (the  receipt  whereof  is  hereby  acknowl¬ 
edged)  hath  granted  bargained  and  sold  and  by  these  presents  doth 
grant  bargain  sell  and  convey  to  the  said  John  Gee,  his  heirs  Execu- 
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tors  Administrators  and  assigns  forever,  all  their  right  title  and 
interest  of  in  and  to  all  the  lands  and  premises  that  were  conveyed  by 
the  last  will  and  Testament  of  '\S’illiam  Gee  the  Elder  dec’d  to  his  son 
James  Gee,  w'hich  said  Will  and  Testament  of  William  Gee  the  Elder, 
dec'd  to  his  son  James  Gee,  which  said  Will  and  Testament  is  of 
record  in  the  County  Court  of  Brunswick  reference  being  thereto  had, 
will  more  fully  appear,  which  said  land  is  in  his  separate  tracts,  the 
one  containing  by  estimation  two  hundred  and  twenty  acres  lying  on 
the  Meherriii  river  at  the  place  called  Gee’s  bridge,  the  other  tract 
supposed  to  Contain  one  hundred  acres  lying  on  Gee’s  road  about  one 
mile  South  of  said  bridge  and  Joining  the  lands  of  Lucy  Malone  and 
others  which  said  right  and  Interest  held  by  the  said  Wilson  Gee  and 
wife  and  hereby  Conveyed  is  one  fiftli  of  one  tenth  part,  the  said 
Rebecca  Gee  being  one  of  the  five  Joint  heirs  of  Parthenia  Parham 
dec’d  who  was  one  of  the  ten  Joint  heirs  of  the  said  James  Gee  above 
mentioned  who  is  also  now  dec’d.  To  have  and  to  hold  the  aforesaid 
Interest  hereby  conveyed  to  him  the  said  John  Gee  his  heirs  and  as¬ 
signs  forever  and  the  said  Wilson  Gee  and  Rebecca  his  wife  for  them¬ 
selves  thedr  heirs  Executors  and  Administrators  do  hereby  warrant 
and  defend  the  rights  and  title  of  the  aforesaid  claim  and  Interest  in 
the  above  recited  land  and  premises  to  him  the  said  John  Gee  his  htdrs 
Executors  Administrators  and  assigns  forever,  against  the  claim  and 
demand  of  all  persons  whatsoever.  In  witness  whereof  the  said 
Wilson  Gee  and  Rebecca  his  wife  have  hereunto  affixed  their  hands  and 
seals  this  day  and  year  aforesaid.

A  thorough  search  of  tlie  records  in  both  Brunswick  and  Surry 
counties,  Virginia,  leads  the  author  to  the  conclusion  that  this 
Ephraim  Parham  was  the  son  of  Lewis  Parham,  both  of  whom  are 
mentioned  in  the  will  of  Frances  Parham  (See  Will  Book,  No.  2, 
Brunswick  County,  Virginia,  pages  77-79),  made  on  March  6,  1740, 
and  probated  April  5,  1744.  The  reference  is  as  follows:  “Item.  I

give  and  bequeath  to  my  son  Lewis  Parham  the  use  of  four  negroes 
■  named  Jack,  Jerry,  Peter  and  Amie  during  his  Natural  Life  and  to 
his  son  Ephraim  and  his  heirs  after  his  death.” 

The  records  searched  do  not  indicate  whom  this  Lewis  Parham 
married.  However,  the  Surry  County,  Virginia,  records  (See  Wills 
and  Deeds,  Surry  County,  Virginia,  1715-1730,  Part  2)  contain  the 
will  of  Ephraim  Parham,  father  of  Lewis  Parham,  and  husband  of 
Frances  Parham,  whose  maiden  name  does  not  appear  to  be  a  matter 
of  record.  This  Ephraim  Parham,  Senior,  of  Surry  County,  made  his 
will  on  April  7,  1726  and  it  was  probated  June  15,  1726. 

Order  Book  No.  13,  Brunswick  County,  Virginia,  1773-1800,  page 
340,  states:  “William  Collier  Captain,  Zebulon  Lewus  first  Lieutenant, 
Ephraim  Parham  Second  Lieutenant  and  Peter  Haw'thorn  Ensign  are 
recommended  to  his  excellency  the  Governor  as  officers  for  a  Company 
of  the  Militia  in  this  County  according  to  Law'.”  This  action  w'as  “At 
a  Court  held  for  Brunswick  County  at  the  Courthouse  on  Monday 
March  27,  1780.” 

Auditor's  Account  Book,  1782,  No.  XI,  page  25  (Virginia  State  Li¬ 
brary),  contains  the  follow'ing  reference:  “May  21,  1782.  So.  Expedi¬ 
tion.  Warrant  to  Lieutenant  Ephraim  Parham  for  his  service  in  the 
Militia  of  this  State  acting  to  the  Southward,  as  per  specie  certificate. 
£  14  11s.  4d.” 

Deed  Book  No.  28,  Brunsw’ick  County,  Virginia,  1828,  page  18, 
show's  Peterson  G.  Parham  of  the  County  of  Wilkinson  and  State  of 
Mississippi,  to  have  been  a  brother  of  Rebecca  Parham  Gee,  wdfe  of 
Wilson  Gee.  This  Peterson  G.  Parham  seems  to  have  been  the  father 
of  Nancy  M.  Parham  w'ho  married  Joseph  Hampton  Hamilton  in  1807 
in  Union  County,  South  Carolina.  She  met  Joseph  Hamilton  and 
married  him  while  her  father  and  family  w'ere  on  their  w'ay  w'est,  but 
had  stopped  for  a  while  on  account  of  a  fever  w’hich  he  had  contracted 
while  visiting  relatives  in  that  region  of  South  Carolina. 

These  records  show  that  Wilson  Gee  I  married  Rebecca  Turbyfill, 
widow  of  John  Turbyfill,  in  Brunswick  County,  on  December  22,  1808. 
They  also  reveal  that  this  Rebecca  TurbyfiH’s  maiden  name  w'as  Re¬ 
becca  Parham,  and  that  she  w’as  daughter  of  Ephraim  Parham  and 
his  w'ife,  Parthenia  Gee  Parham,  of  Brunswick  County,  who  w'ere 
married  on  November  23,  1778. 

The  further  fact  is  made  clear  that  Rebecca  Parham  Gee,  wife  of 
Wilson  Gee  I,  was  the  granddaughter  of  William  Gee  of  Brunswick 
County  whose  wdll  is  recorded  in  Brunsw'ick  County,  Virginia,  Will 
Book,  No.  6,  1795-1803,  pages  73-74.  An  abstract^^^  of  this  will  is  as 
follows: 

“William  Gee,  of  Meherrin  Parish,  Brunswick  County,  w’ill  dated 
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October  11,  1796,  probated  January  23,  1797;  son  John  Gee;  son-in- 
law  Ephraim  Parham:  daughter  Mary  Collier;  granddaughters  Tab- 
itha  Rives  and  Judith  Rives  (under  sixteen  years  of  age) ;  daughter 
Susan  Rosser;  son  William  Gee;  daughter  Penelope  Porter;  daughter 
Bridget  Davis;  son  Joshua  Gee;  daughter  Elizabeth  Harrison;  son 
James  Gee;  wife  Tabitha  Gee;^^  daughters  Nancy  and  Patsy  Gee; 
executors,  sons  John  Gee  and  William  Gee.” 

Thus  Rebecca  Parham  Gee,  wite  of  Wilson  Gee  I,  was  a  cousin  of 
her  husband,  and  her  descent  from  Charles  Gee  and  his  wife  Hannah

A  list  of  RevoluHoyiarri  Patriots  of  Brunswick  County,  Virginia,  in 
the  courthouse  at  Lawrcnceville,  Virginia,  compiled  (froni  records  in 
the  State  Library,  Richmond,  Virginia)  by  Rosa  Thornton  Lane  of 
the  Colonel  Charles  Lynch  Cliaptcr,  Daughters  of  the  American  Rev¬ 
olution,  includes  William  Gee,  father  of  Parthenia  Gee,  the  wife  of 
Ephraim  Parham,  as  one  of  the  “patriots  who  rendered  services  dur¬ 
ing  the  Revolution,  under  the  ‘Commissioners  of  Provisions  Law,’  to 
Lafayette,  Baron  von  Steuben,  General  Nelson,  General  Greene,  Gen¬ 
eral  Washington  an<l  others.  They  gave  not  only  supplies  for  the 
continental  troops,  but  transported  the  sick,  provisions  and  guns.” 

Confirmation  of  the  accuracy  of  this  listing  for  the  said  William 
Gee  is  to  be  found  in  Brunswick  County  Order  Book,  No.  13,  1773- 
1780,  pages  4 14  and  455,  where  specific  services  of  transporting 
troops,  furnishing  beef  and  supplying  a  gun  are  recorded  as  rendered 
by  him. 

Lewis  Parham,  father  of  Ephraim  Parham,  is  also  included  in  this 
list  of  patriots  to  be  found  in  the  courthouse  at  Lawrcnceville,  Vir-

WILSON  PARHAM  GEE  OF  LUNENBURG  COUNTY’,  VIRGINIA 
AND  UNION  COUNTY’,  SOUTH  CAROLINA 

Reuben  Thompson  Gee,  of  Carlisle,  South  Carolina,  father  of  the 
author  of  this  article,  a  year  or  two  before  his  death  on  October  7, 
1922,  dictated  the  following  notes: 

•‘Two  brothers,  Peterson  P,  Gee  and  Wilson  Parham  Gee,  came 
from  Lunenburg  County,  Virginia,  to  South  Carolina,  and  both  settled 
in  Union  County,  South  Carolina,  seven  or  eight  miles  north  of  the 
toNvn  of  Union. 

“Peterson  P.  Gee  married  twice.  His  first  wdfe’s  name  we  do  not 
know.  There  were  tw^o  daughters  by  this  first  marriage.  They  were 
Ann  and  Mary.  After  the  death  of  his  first  wife,  he  married  a  widow, 
Mrs.  Murrell,  who  at  the  time  had  two  children,  William  and  Martha. 

•‘Wilson  Parham  Gee  also  married  twice.  His  first  wife  was  a 
Miss  V/illiams  of  Virginia,  and  they  had  one  son,  Peterson  Williams 
Gee,  who  came  south  with  his  father  after  the  death  of  his  mother. 
Peterson  died  just  before  the  War  at  about  the  age  of  fifteen  or  six¬ 
teen  years.  After  a  time,  Wilson  Parham  Gee  married  Miss  Drucilla 
Elizabeth  Gilliam,  and  three  children  were  born  to  this  union:  Reuben 
Thompson  Gee,  Mary  Ann  Rebecca  Frances  Gee,  and  James  Munro 
Gee. 

“Reuben  T.  Gee  married  Miss  Gertrude  Gist,  and  they  have  eight 
children:  Mary  WYlson  Gee,  Nathaniel  Gist  Gee,  Robert  Ernest  Gee, 
Gertrude  Gee,  Reuben  Thompson  Gee,  Jr.,  Paul  McDaniel  Gee,  Wilson 
Parham  Gee,  and  Drucilla  Elizabeth  Gee. 

“Mary  Ann  Rebecca  Frances  Gee  married  Milton  McSw'ain  Hum¬ 
phries  and  they  had  five  children:  William  S.  Humphries,  Drucilla 
Humphries,  Reuben  W.  Humphries,  Pearl  Humphries,  and  Mary 
Humphries. 

“James  Munro  Gee  married  Miss  Bessie  Farrar  and  has  two  chil¬ 
dren:  Clough  Farrar  Gee  and  James  Gilliam  Gee.” 

The  Census  of  1850  lists  Wilson  Gee  in  Union  County,  South  Car-  . 
olina,  aged  3.3  years,  born  in  Virginia,  which  would  place  his  birth 
about  the  year  1816/17.  Peterson  Gee,  his  son  who  accompanied  him 
from  Virginia  to  South  Carolina,  is  recorded  in  the  same  census  as  8 
years  of  age,  which  would  indicate  that  his  birth  was  in  1841/42. 

Landon  C.  Bell’s  Old  Free  State,  Volume  II,  page  458,  records  the 
following  marriage: 

•‘1846-47 (?)  *W’ilson  P.  Gee  and  Ann  W’.  Rainey.” 

*Dates  of  marriages  not  given.  Return  not  dated  but  returned 
to  the  court  February  8,  1847.” 

Also,  footnotes  state  the  carelessness  of  one  Daniel  Petty  in  making 
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records  of  marriages  performed  by  him,  as  exampled  by  the  state¬ 
ment,  “The  above  is  a  true  list  of  marriages  celebrated  by  me  (to 
the  best  of  my  recollection)  since  my  last  return.’! 

Thus  this  would  seem  unquestionably  to  be  the  record  of  the  mar¬ 
riage  of  Wilson  Parham  Gee  in  Virginia  before  coming  to  South 
Carolina,  and  his  wife  may  have  been  Ann  W(illianis)  Kainey,  single 
or  widowed,  or  even  Ann  Williams.  The  marriage  must  have  taken 
place  about  1840/41. 

Searches  made  in  the  Lunenburg,  Brunswick,  Mecklenburg  and 
Halifax  County  courthouses  by  the  author  of  this  article  in  1934  do 
no:  reveal  a  will  of  the  Wilson  Gee  I  who  married  Rebecca  Parham 
Turbyfill,  widow  of  John  Turbylill.  However,  the  presumptive  evi¬ 
dence  is  quite  strong  that  Wilson  Parham  Gee  of  Lunenburg  County, 
Virginia,  and  Union  County,  South  Carolina,  was  the  son  of  this 
marriage.  The  fact  that  Rebecca  Parham  Gee,  wife  of  Wilson  Gee  I, 
had  a  brother  named  Peterson  G.  Parham  and  that  the  Wilson  Par¬ 
ham  Gee  of  Virginia  and  South  Carolina,  also,  had  a  brother  Petei*- 
son  P.  Gee  is  additional  presumptive  evidence  that  Wilson  Parham 
Gee  and  Peterson  P.  Gee  were  children  of  this  marriage. 

Wilson  Parham  Gee,  in  or  about  the  year  1843,  married  Drucilla 
Elizabeth  Gilliam  of  Santuc  township,  Union  County,  South  Carolina. 
He  died  in  1852,  when  approximately  36  years  of  age,  instead  of 
“aged  about  52  years,”  as  the  author’s  great  uncle.  Dr.  R.  S.  Gilliam, 
carelessly  had  inscribed  on  his  tombstone.  The  records  in  Union 
County  Courthouse,  South  Carolina,  show  that  W'ilson  P.  Gee,  died 
in  August,  1852,  that  he  left  no  will,  and  that  Dr.  R.  S.  Gilliam  ad¬ 
ministered  on  the  estate,  the  personal  property  in  which  was  esti¬ 
mated  to  be  worth  about  $4,000. 

Drucilla  Elizabeth  Gilliam  (born  October  3,  1822;  died  April  23, 
1892)  was  the  daughter  of  Reuben  Gilliam  of  Newberry  District, 
South  Carolina,  (born  circa  1793;  died  July  27,  1858)  and  Mary 
Colmnan  Sims.  This  Mary  Coleman  Sims  was  the  daughter  of  Pat¬ 
rick  Henry  Sims  of  Newberry  District,  South  Carolina,  and  his  wife, 
Lucy  Beaufort  Sims.  Lucy  Beaufort  was  descended  from  the  Beau¬ 
fort  (Beauford  and  Buford)  family  of  Virginia.^-  Reuben  Gilliam 
was  the  son  of  Dr.  Jacob  Gilliam  and  Nancy  Sims,  an  aunt  of  Patrick 
Henry  Sims.  The  tradition  is  that  this  Gilliam  family  is  derived 
from  one  of  the  branches  of  the  Gilliams  of  Virginia. 

Wilson  Parham  Gee  and  his  wife,  Drucilla  Elizabeth  Gilliam  Gee, 
had  issue:

REUBEN  THOMPSON  GEE  OF  UNION  COUNTY, 

SOUTH  CAROLINA 

Reuben  Thompson  Gee,^^  first  son  of  Wilson  Parham  Gee  and  his 
wife,  Drucilla  Elizabeth  Gilliam  Gee,  was  born  September  1,  1844  and 
died  October  7,  1922.  On  February  4,  1873,  Reuben  Thompson  Gee 
married  Gertrude  Gist^^  (born  July  20,  1852;  died  December  IG, 
1928).  Reuben  Thompson  Gee  and  his  wife,  Gertrude  Gist  Gee,  were 
distant  cousins  through  the  Sims  family.  James  Sims,  son  of  Matthew 
Sims  and  liis  wife,  Mary  Pears  Sims,  both  of  Somerset,  England,  and 
the  upper  James  River  section  of  Virginia,  was  the  father  of  Patrick 
Henry  Sims,  the  great-grandfather  of  Reuben  Thompson  Gee.  Eliz¬ 
abeth  Sanders  Sims  was  his  mother.  This  James  Sims  was  a  brother 
of  Captain  Charles  Sims  of  the  American  Revolution,  in  turn  the 
great-great-grandfather  of  Gertrude  Gist.  This  descent  of  Gertrude 
Gist  was  as  follows;

“This  Elizabeth  Shelton  was  the  daughter  of  David  Shelton,  the  name  of  whose 
wife  is  at  present  undiscovered.  It  is  believed  that  this  David  Shelton  was  the  son 
of  Samuel  Shelton  of  Aibemarle  County,  Virginia.  Samuel  Shelton’s  will  (.see  Albe¬ 
marle  County  records.  Book  No.  21  mentions  his  son  David,  to  whom  he  gave  400 
acres  upon  which  he  formerly  lived  in  Amherst  County,  on  David’s  Creek.  In  the 
same  will  he  mentions  granddaughter  Elizabeth  Shelton  and  grundson  Samuel  Shelton, 
d.aughter  and  son,  respectively,  of  David  Shelton,  Iteverend  Edgar  Woo<N  in  his 
history  of  Albemarle  County  gives  no  record  of  David  other  than  th.nt  he  \v  i  i  .a  •“m 
of  Samuel  Shelton.  Ileseurches  of  Mis.s  loicie  P.  Slone  of  Hollins  College.  Vin  ima, 
imade  for  \V.  R.  Perkins  a  few  years  ago,  show  that  David  Shelton  was  a  son  of 
Samuel  Shelton  and  his  wife,  Judith  Clough  Anderson.  Judith  Clough  Anderson  was 
the  daughter  of  Colonel  Richard  Anderson  (died  prior  to  1783)  and  his  wife.  Eliz¬ 
abeth  Clough.  The  same  authority  states  that  Samuel  Shelton  was  born  in  Louisa 
County,  Virginia,  and  that  his  father  w'as  John  Shelton,  of  Rur.il  Plains,  Hanover 
County,  Virginia.  Although  the  matter  calls  for  further  investigation  among  Amhei-st 
County,  Virginia,  and  South  Carolina  records,  it  is  believed  probable  by  the  autnor 
that  David  Shelton,  son  of  Samuel  Shelton,  emigrated  along  with  many  others  from 
this  region  to  Univii  District,  South  Carolina,  and  that  his  children  helped  to  found 
the  Shelton  line,  widely  connected  in  earlier  days  in  that  region,  and  many  of  them 
related  to  the  Sims  family. 
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County,  Virginia.  He  was  born  in  Somerset,  England;  died  in 
Union  County,  S.  C. 

Isabella  Bowles  Sims  (1740-1818)  nursed  the  wounded  soldiers 
and  was  later  driven  from  her  home  by  Tories.  She  was  born  in 
Virginia;  died  in  Marion  County,  S.  C.  (See  D.  A.  R.  Lineage 
Book,  Vols.  66,  93,  119  and  122,  lineage  records  G5698,  92950, 
118005,  and  121518,  respectively.) 

With  regard  to  the  Sims  family  of  Union  County,  South  Carolina, 
one  of  the  most  widely  connected  in  that  section,  Miss  Sarah  Adeline 
Sims  of  Grindal  Shoals,  Union  County,  several  years  ago  (1894)  pre¬ 
pared  from  family  records  the  following  notes  for  R.  M.  Sims  of 
California,  telling  him  about  the  family; 

MATTHEW  SIMS,  OF  JAMES  RIVER,  VIRGINIA 

Matthew'  Sims  W'as  the  ancestor  of  all  the  Sims  in  Union  County, 
and  has  many  descendants  in  Newberry  and  Laurens  counties,  lie 
came  to  Virginia  early  in  the  Eighteenth  Century  from  Somerset, 
England,  and  settled  on  the  James  River,  either  in  Henrico  or  Gooch¬ 
land  counties.  He  was  known  as  ‘‘James  River  Mat”  to  distingulsh- 
him  from  a  nephew  of  the  same  name,  wdio  lived  near  Danville,  Vhi., 
called  “Roanoke  Mat.”  The  wife  of  Matthew  of  James  River  was 
Mary  Pears:  I  suppose  from  England.  They  had  seven  sons  and 
four  daughters. 

The  sons  were  Charles,  Reuben,  David,  James  and  John  ami  two 
more  w'ho  remained  in  Virginia  when  the  family  moved  to  Carolina 
after  the  war.  I  cannot  recall  the  names  of  these  two,  but  Patrick, 
Reuben  (Cousin  Horse)  and  Nathan  were  the  sons  of  one  of  them. 
Matthew  Sims  came  to  Carolina  after  the  close  of  the  Revolutionary 
War,  settled  on  Tinker  Creek,  a  tributary  of  the  Tyger  River,  liveii 
to  an  advanced  age  and  was  killed  by  the  fall  of  a  limb  from  a  burn¬ 
ing  tree,  as  he  stopped  to  light  his  pipe  in  passing  through  new 
ground.  I  had  a  description  of  his  death  from  an  old  servant,  who 
was  ploughing  in  tlie  field  at  the  time,  in  fact  much  of  the  family 

history  came  to  me  from  these  old  servants,  two  of  whom  belonged  to 

my  grandfather,  were  raised  by  Mat  Sims,  at  his  death  came  to 

Charles  and  from  him  to  William,  Charles’  only  son,  and  then  to  my 

fath.er.  One  lived  until  after  the  surrender. 

The  name  of  Sims  is  old  Saxon,  which  means  Shelf  or  Cornice.  Our 
family  belonged  to  the  English  Squirearchy:  “Gent”  was  written  after 
their  names.  I  have  seen  it  on  old  papers  “Charles  Sim.s,  Gent.” 
They  were  always  of  independent  means,  neither  very  rich  or  very 
poor.  They  did  not  belong  to  the  Yeomanry  nor  were  they  of  tlie 
titled  aristocracy  arid  have  always  borne  the  character  distinguished 
for  truthfulness,  honesty  and  uprightness.  I  once  asked  my  grand¬ 
father  to  tell  me  what  sort  of  man  his  grandfather  Mat  was.  He 
looked  me  gravely  in  che  face  and  said,  “A  very  good  man;  i  never 
heard  aughit  again.st  him.  Had  there  been  anything  I  surely  would 
have  heard  it.” 

Capt.  Charles  Sims  was  perhaps  the  oldest  son  of  Mat  Sims  and 
his  wife  Mary  Pears.  He  came  to  Carolina  from  Albemarle,  Va.  in 
1774  or  ’75  and  was  engaged  in  surveying.  He  came  as  a  pioneer  for 
the  family.  When  the  war  was  declared  with  England  he  returned 
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to  Virginia  and  raised  a  company,  was  mustered  into  service  at  Al¬ 
bemarle  C.  H.  and  has  his  commission  from  Patrick  Henry,  dated 
1777.  He  was  sent  back  to  Carolina  to  engage  in  partisan  warfare, 
then  raging  along  this  part  of  the  country.  His  home  was  on  Tinker 
Creek,  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  Jollys,  McJ unkens,  I'homases  and 
other  Whig  families.  I  think  Charles  must  have  been  the  oldest  of 
the  family  as  he  had  a  m.arried  daughter  at  that  time,  Nancy,  Mrs. 
McDonald,  now  called  McDaniel.  From  her  oldest  daughter,  Mrs. 
Sally  Sims  Gist,  the  widow  of  Col.  Joseph  Gist  of  Pinckney,  I 
learned  much  of  the  early  history  of  this  county  and  particularly  the 
Sims  Family.  She  was  born  just  at  the  commencement  of  the  Rev¬ 
olutionary  War,  and  died  at  the  beginning  of  the  Confederate  War. 

The  wife  of  Capt.  Charles  was  Sybella,  daughter  of  John  Knight 
Bowles  of  Hanover,  Va.  She  was  a  woman  of  high  courage,  of  linn, 
true  principles,  suffered  all  the  distress  and  privations  incident  to  the 
time.  The  marauding  Tories  robbed  them  of  everything  they  could 
carry  ofl\  servants,  stock,  clothes  and  bedding.  The  only  horse  they 
had  left  was  an  old  m.are  called  “Knotty  Head,”  from  an  immense 
swelling  on  the  side  of  her  head.  The  old  lady  must  mount  “Knotty” 
with  her  bundle  of  medicines  and  bandages,  with  her  young  son, 
Billy,  to  trot  behind  to  switch  Knotty's  legs,  when  she  heard  of  an 
engagement  with  the  enemy,  and  be  on  hand  to  administer  to  the 
wounded  and  dying.  Finally  the  Tories  burnt  the  house,  and  they 
were  left  without  shelter,  goods  or  clothing  in  the  bitter  winter 
weather.  In  some  way  Capt.  Sims  managed  to  convey  them  to  Vir¬ 
ginia  under  the  escort  of  Lieutenant  Ellis  Fowler,  as  far  as  “Roanoke 
Mats,”  where  they  were  received  with  the  warmest  sympathy,  fed  and 
clothed,  and  afterward  sent  on  to  the  James  River.  Mrs.  Sybbie 
Sims  was  very  successful  in  her  ministrations.  I  have  a  curious  old 
document,  copied  with  her  own  hand  for  her  daughter,  Mrs.  Shelton. 
A  receipt  for  making  “green  salve”  by  the  application  of  which  she 
performed  some  wonderful  cures.  One  old  Hughes  was  run  thru  the 
body  by  a  British  sword  at  the  Battle  of  Cowpens.  The  sword  passed 
entirely  thru  his  body,  and  Hughes  grasped  the  blade,  when  the 
British  soldier,  touched  by  his  bravery  said,  “let  go,  my  good  fellow, 
I  will  draw  it  out  as  easily  as  I  can.”  He  placed  his  knee  on  Hughes 
and  drew  the  blade  out.  Mrs.  Sibbie  Sims  doctored  Hughes  with 
some  of  her  famous  salve,  and  he  recovered  and  lived  to  quite  an  old 
age.  Some  time  after  this  Charles  was  taken  prisoner  with  another 
Whig,  by  the  name  of  Johnson.  The  Tory  leader  condemned  them 
both  to  be  hanged.  Johnson  was  already  executed  and  Capt.  Charles 
Sims  was  standing  with  the  rope  around  his  neck  and  the  cap  over 
his  head  when  he  heard  the  galloping  of  a  horse  and  a  voice  ring  out, 
“Who  have  you  got  there?”  The  answer  was  “Charles  Sims.”  “Take 
him  down  and  wait  until  I  return.”  In  a  short  time  the  soldier  re¬ 
turned  with  a  pardon  on  parole.  Charles  went  directly  back  to  Vir¬ 
ginia,  took  up  arms  and  served  to  the  end  of  the  war.  The  British 
officer  who  rescued  him  was  a  Capt.  George  of  the  British  Army,  an 
old  schoolmate  and  friend.  He  said  that  the  instant  Capt.  George 
si)oke  he  recognized  his  voice.  After  the  close  of  the  war  Charles 
returned  to  Carolina,  settled  in  a  place  on  Broad  River,  about  five 
or  six  miles  below  Lockhart  Shoals.  He  built  a  comfortable  old  Vir¬ 
ginia  farm  house  and  added  to  his  acres  from  year  to  year,  until  he 
owned  a  large  acreage  of  fine  land.  He  settled  all  his  chihlren  well. 
His  only  son,  William,  was  in  stature  a  medium  size  man:  as  the 
English  would  say,  “well  set  up”  devoted  adherent  to  the  Church  of 
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En^^land;  had  seats  under  the  oaks  at  the  old  place,  where,  on  Sun¬ 
days,  his  negroes  assembled  to  be  catechised  and  hear  the  reading 
of  the  church  service.  Some  years  after  the  war  the  Methodist 
preachers  penetrated  the  backwoods  of  Carolina,  holding  their  revival 
meetings,  and  preaching  with  much  success.  One  after  another  of 
Charles’  old  kin  left  the  church  and  went  over  to  the  Methodists, 
down  in  the  Cane  Creek  settlement,  where  most  of  his  clan  lived.  At 
last  the  news  came  that  Barnard  Glenn,  his  favorite  cousin,  had  gone 
over,  the  staunch  old  churchman  was  utterly  exasperated,  and  said, 
“Tut,  tut,  did  I  ever  think  that  ‘Xarney’  would  be  such  a  damn  fool 
as  to  join  the  Methodists.”  But  a  more  trjdng  ordeal  was  still  in  store 
for  Capt.  Charles.  Sibbie,  his  devoted  wife,  on  a  visit  to  the  settle¬ 
ment  was  induced  to  attend  a  meeting  and  she  too  became  a  convened 
Methodist.  Mrs.  Sibbie  was  firm  and  stood  to  her  colors,  but  the  Cap¬ 
tain  was  unrelenting,  looking  upon  the  new  sect  as  witches  and  im¬ 
postors,  and  could  not  be  induced  to  accompany  his  wife  to  the  meet¬ 
ing;  but  Mrs.  Sibbie  was  fertile  in  resources,  and  wouldn’t  be  balked. 
Having  no  little  negro  boy  of  suitable  age  to  attend  her,  she  made  a 
boy’s  suit  for  her  maid,  and  when  she  chose  to  attend  a  meeting,  her 
maid  donned  the  boy’s  suit,  and  Mrs.  Sibbie  mounted  the  old  mare 
with  her  page  behind  her,  and  trotted  otf  quite  independently. 

Charles  Sims  lived  to  ninety  or  more  years,  retained  his  eyesight 
to  the  last,  killed  a  fine  buck  at  a  distance  of  a  hundred  yards  not  six 
months  before  his  death,  and  died  with  every  tooth  perfectly  sound 
in  his  head.  He  was  of  the  most  temperate  habits  in  everything;  took 
his  drams  a-day-a-morning  tonic  and  a  noonday  drink,  and  had 
Broad  I’iver  flowed  with  the  best  of  liquor,  nothing  could  have  in¬ 
duced  him  to  take  another.  “I  have  never  seen  my  father  disgui'^ed 
in  liquor  in  my  life,”  said  his  son.  “but  once,  when  the  survivors  of 
the  Revolution  met  at  Union  C.  H.,  and  he  was  with  many  of  his  old 
comrades,  then  I  thought  his  tongue  ran  a  little  free.”  After  the  war 
he  held  the  place  of  tobacco  inspector  for  the  state  for  years,  and 
would  spend  six  months  of  the  year  in  Charleston.  In  that  way  he 
kept  pp  his  church  connection.  He  enjoyed  to  the  last  all  the  sports 
of  the  frontiersman,  and  lies  buried  by  his  wife  and  daughter  in  a 
graveyard  at  his  old  home,  a  God’s  acre  bequeathed  by  him  as  a  last 
resting  place  to  his  descendants. 

Reuben  Sims  was  one  of  the  oldest  sons  of  Matthew  Sims,  who 
came  with  him  after  the  war  and  settled  on  Tyger  River.  Had  sev¬ 
eral  sons  and  two  daughters.  One  son,  John  Sims,  went  to  Missis¬ 
sippi  long  year.s  ago.  I  have  seen  some  old  letters  from  him  to  grand¬ 
father.  Of  the  others  1  donT  know  but  supposed  they  all  drifted 
West.  His  daughter,  Mirny.  Mrs.  .lack  Thomas,  left  several  children, 
two  only  of  her  children,  Reub^m  Thomas.  Santuck,  and  David  of 
Spartanburg,  arc  liv'ing.  Susannah,  Mrs.  Garland  Meng,  was  a  near 
neighbor  and  dear  friend  of  mine  for  many  years.  She  diefl  about 
four  years  ago.  Her  eldest  daughter,  Sallie,  is  the  wMfe  of  S.  W.  T. 
Lanham.  of  Weatherford,  Texas.  My  grandfather  often  said  to  me 
in  speaking  of  his  uncle  Reuben.  “He  was  one  of  the  best  men  T  ever 
knew,  guided  in  all  of  his  conduct  by  a  strict  sense  of  right  and 
duty.”  David  Sims,  I  think  must  have  been  the  youngest  of  the  sons 
of  Mat.  I  have  heard  the  old  folks  say  that  David  was  intellectually 
superior  to  all  of  his  father’s  family.  After  the  death  of  his  wife, 
and  when  his  children  had  all  married  and  left  him,  his  habits  be¬ 
came  bad,  he  drank  to  excess.  I  cannot  recall  the  name  of  his  wife. 
I  suppose  she  was  a  Virginian.  I  once  saw  his  daughter,  Mrs.  Nancy 
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Reed,  wife  of  Joseph  Reed.  They  came  here  once  before  I  was  quite 
grown,  to  see  my  grandfather,  w^ere  in  from  Mississippi,  on  a  visit 
to  her  daughter,  Mrs.  Witherspoon  of  Yorkville.  I  remember  well 
how  much  the  old  relative  enjoyed  meeting  and  talking  over  the  past, 
and  pretty  and  sweet  looking  old  lady  cousin  Nancy  was,  with  such 
gentle  and  kindly  manners.  Like  all  the  old  Sims.  I  think  she  was 
very  fair  with  blue  eyes.  That  w'as  the  original  Sims  type.  I  also 
remember  your  aunt  Mirny,  Mrs.  Maybin,  another  warmhearted  and 
affectionate  old  lady,  very  much  beloved  by  her  relatives.  Your  fa¬ 
ther,  Dr.  James  Jtl.  Sims,  was  here  with  your  mother,  in  their  early 
married  days  on  a  visit  to  my  father.  I  have  heard  my  mother 
sppak  of  it  and  tell  what  a  beautiful  w'oman  your  mother  was.  Of 
your  father,  I  have  always  heard  him  spoken  of  in  the  highest  terms 
of  regard  and  esteem  by  my  father.  I  can  recall  my  father’s  expres¬ 
sion  one  day  long  ago,  speaking  to  an  old  friend.  Col.  F.  H.  Elmore, 
w'ho  had  known  your  father  well,  “Dr.  James  Sims  is  one  of  the  most 
thorough  gentlemen  I  have  ever  known  in  my  life.’’  There  was  a 
strong  family  affection  among  the  old  Sims.  From  Uncles  John  and 
James  there  must  have  been  a  number  of  descendants.  There  was  a 
Col.  Reuben,  a  man  very  highly  thought  of.  I  don’t  know  w^hose  son 
he  was.  There  was  a  John  F.  and  a  John  S.,  a  young  Mat  and  a 
Charles,  a  first  cousin  of  m2/  grandfather,  who  married  a  Miss  Sallie 
Shelton,  daugliter  of  old  David  Shelton,  and  a  sister  of  my  grand¬ 
mother  Sims,  Patrick,  Reuben  (Cousin  Horse)  and  Nathan  were 
brothers,  grandsons  of  old  Mat,  and  the  sons  of  one  of  the  two  re¬ 
mained  in  Virginia,  Patrick,  Patrick’s  wufe  Avas  a  daughter  of  Col. 
Beaufort,  I  think  Nathan’s  wife  w'as  a  Miss  Saunders,  but  I  am  not 
sure.  Old  Mat  Sims’  Bible  wdth  all  the  family  record  was  once,  I 
am  told,  in  the  possession  of  Nathan  Sims.  Of  Cousin  Horse  I  am 
glad  to  be  able  to  say  a  word  in  his  behalf.  My  father  told  me  that 
in  that  man  was  the  wreck  and  ruin  of  the  most  noble  nature.  When 
a  young  man  in  Virginia  he  wms  highly  respected  but  an  unfortunate 
love  affair  wrecked  his  life.  I  don’t  know  Avhat  the  woman  did,  but 
she  ruined  the  life  of  a  good  man.  In  after  years  when  he  w'as  an 
old  man,  by  the  death  of  a  relative  in  Virginia,  he  could  have  suc¬ 
ceeded  to  a  very  handsome  property,  but  he  steadily  refused  to  assert 
bis  claim,  said  “no,  he  had  thrown  aw'ay  his  life  and  could  not  trust 
himself,  that  those  w’ho  would  heir  the  estate  were  young  and  would 
be  benefited  and  he  hoped  would  make  good  use  of  it.” 

The  daughters  of  James  River  Mat.  Nancy.  Mrs.  Gilliam,  who 
lived  on  the  Newberry  side  and  was  a  mother  of  Reuben  Gilliam,  of 
this  county,  w'hose  first  wife  was  a  daughter  of  Patrick  Sims,  Han¬ 
nah,  Mrs.  Henderson,  mother  of  Capt.  Jack  Henderson,  of  Newberry 
w’ho  was  father  of  Tom  and  James  Henderson,  of  Mrs.  A.  W.  Thomp¬ 
son  of  Union,  Mrs.  Lucy  Shelton,  Mrs.  Hannah  Pearson,  Mrs.  Car¬ 
oline  Pickens  of  Alabama  and  Mrs.  Sarah  Chick.  From  these  Hen¬ 
dersons  there  are  but  few  descendants,  Nancy,  iHrs.  Wallace  Thomp¬ 
son,  has  only  one  grandchild,  A.  W.  Thompson  of  Columbia,  partner 
in  law  vith  Herndon  Moore  and  Edward  Robinson.  Wallace  is  the 
only  child  of  the  late  Dr.  Wallace  Thompson  of  Union.  From  Massey, 
Mrs.  Saunders,  came  a  good  many  of  the  Union  County  people. 
Drucilla,  Mrs.  Brazelman’s  descendants  belong  to  New'berry.  You 
see  from  Mat  and  Polly  Pears  sprang  a  numerous  progeny,  and  the 
half  is  not  told.  Surely  th^y  have  multiplied  and  increased  like  the 
sands  on  the  sea-shore.  Old  Grandsire  Mat  was  a  man  of  a  great  deal 
of  humor,  and  I  have  heard  some  funny  things  that  would  not  look 
exactly  nice  for  an  old  maid  descendant  to  be  recording,  but  they 
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were  very  funny  for  all  that.  I  believe  I  have  told  you  all  down  to 
iny  Ki^andfather’s  time  and  his  sons. 

Not  only  were  Reuben  Thompson  Gee  and  his  wife,  Gertrude  Gist 
Gee,  distantly  related  through  the  Sims  connection,  but  they  were 
also  distantly  related  through  the  Beaufort  (Buford)  connection. 
The  following  genealogies  show  this  relationship:

John  Beauford  was  the  son  of  Richard  Beauford  of  Lancaster 
County,  Virginia,  Emigrant,  1635,  the  founder  of  the  Beauford, 
Beaufort,  Blueford,  Bluford,  and  Buford  families  in  America.

Items  5-9  are  to  be  found  in  that  volume;  upon  the  informa¬ 
tion  conveyed  to  the  author  of  this  article  by  letter  from  Mrs.  Minter  to  the  etVect 
that  Lucy  Beaufort,  wife  of  Patrick  Henry  Sinxs  was  tlie  daughter  of  the  James 
Beauford,  Jr.  (See  page  432,  Minter’s  The  Buford  Fani'Uy  in  America)  who  moved  to 
South  Carolina,  the  other  part  of  the  line  of  descent,  already  established,  was  added.

“Miss  Margraiet  Adams  Gist  of  York.  South  Carolina,  a  very  competent  and  careful 
Keneaiogist  says  in  correspondence  with  the  author  of  this  article:  "Robert  Crenshaw, 
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John  Beauford  was  the  son  of  Richard  Beauford  of  I^ancaster 
County,  Virginia,  Emigrant,  1635,  the  founder  of  the  Beaufon?. 
Beaufort,  Bluelord,  Bluford  and  Buford  families  in  America. 

The  Thomas  McDaniel  (Item  4  in  the  above  descent  of  Gertrude 
Gist  from  the  Beaufords)  who  married  Fraitcos  Crenshaw  was,  it  is 
the  conclusion  of  the  author  after  a  careful  search  of  the  records,  tl.e 
son  of  Arthur  McDaniel  of  Albemarle  County,  Virginia,  and  the 
nephew  of  Thomas  McDaniel,  the  wills  of  whom  are  among  the 
earliest  records  on  file  in  the  county  courthouse  in  Charlottesville, 
Virginia.  No  record  has  been  discovered,  after  an  extensive  search, 
as  to  the  name  of  the  wife  of  Arthur  McDaniel. 

Reverend  Edgar  Woods  in  his  History  of  Albemarle  County  in  Vir¬ 
ginia  (Michie  Company,  Printers,  lyOl,  page  395)  records  Arthur 
McDaniel  as  having  died  in  1757  and  his  brother,  Thomas  McDaniel, 
as  having  been  deceased  in  1754,  tiiree  years  earlier. 

Because  of  their  historical  value  in  connection  with  the  rather  e\r 
tensive  and  at  one  time  quite  prominent  McDaniel  family  of  Union 
County,  South  Carolina,  and  the  interrelationships  with  ihe  Gists 
and  hence  the  Gees,  the  documents  and  references  relating  to  its 
founder,  Thomas  McDaniel,  son  of  Arthur  McDaniel  are  set  forth  in 
considerable  detail  in  the  next  few  pages.

Item,  in  case  my  v.dfe  Elizabeth  McDan¬ 
iel  should  prove  with  child  within  the  space  of  nine  months  of  a  male 
Child  then  and  in  such  case  I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  male  Child 
two  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  to  be  paid  to  him  when  he  shall  arrive 
at  the  age  of  twenty  one  years  Item,  in  case  my  saide  wife  Elizabeth 
McDaniel  should  be  brought  to  bod  of  a  female  child  within  the  space 
above  mentioned  then  1  give  and  bequeath  to  the  said  female  child 
two  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  to  be  paid  her  when  she  shall  arrive  at 
the  age  of  .seventeen  years  or  upon  the  day  of  marriage.  It  is  my 
will  and  pleasure  that  my  black  mare  my  bay  horse  and  my  black 
yearling  colt  be  sold.  Item  my  will  and  pleasure  further  is  that  after 
the  paymen;  of  all  my  just  debts  the  overplus  to  be  laid  out  in  two 
young  Negro  wenches  and  their  increase  after  the  children  arrive  to 
the  ages  above  mentioned  then  tlie  afore  named  child  Lucy  Lewis  to 
have  two  parts  of  the  increase  of  the  above  saide  Negro  wenches  \n 
case  my  s.nid  wife  h'lizabcth  *McDanicl  sl.ould  not  prove  with  child; 
otherwi«fe  the  increase  of  the  said  negroes  to  be  divided  between  my 
said  wife  Elizabeth  McDaniel  and  her  two  children.  Item  my  will 
and  pleasure  is  that  my  Estate  be  not  ai)prai.sod.  Item  my  will  and 
pleasure  is  that  my  wife  Elizabeth  McDaniel  and  her  child  or  chil¬ 
dren  be  kept  together  and  maintained  out  of  the  Estate.  Item  my 
will  is  that  if  the  L.and  escheated  be  recovered  that  it  be  sold  Item. 
I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  brother  Arthur  McDaniel  forty  shillings 
sterling.  Item,  Saddle,  bridle  and  rifie  gun  to  be  sold  Itev.i  the  car¬ 
penters  tools  to  be  disposed,  of  as  my  executors  shall  think  fit.  Item, 
my  clothes  to  be  disposed  of  as  my  wife  shall  think  fit.  Item  to  my 
wife  Elizabeth  McDaniel  I  give  and  bequeath  my  three  Negro  men 
namely  Tom,  Will  and  Charles,  to  her  and  to  her  lieirs  and  assigns 
forever,  after  the  legacies  before  mentioned  shall  be  raised.  Item 
the  legacies  to  the  children  above  mentioned  to  be  to  them  and  their 
heirs  forever.  Lastly,  1  make  and  ordain  John  Lew’is,  Samuel  Shel¬ 
ton  tlxecutors  of  this  my  last  will  and  testament.  In  witness  where¬ 
of  I  have  tc  this  my  last  will  and  testament  set  my  hand  and  seal 
the  day  and  year  above  written.

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The  next  mention  of  Thomas  McDaniel,  son  of  Arthur  McDaniel, 
in  the  records  of  Albemarle  County,  Virginia,  is  as  follows:

(From  Deed  Book  No.  2,  Albemarle  County,  Virginia,  pages  29- 
30.) 

This  indenture  made  the  fourteenth  day  of  January  in  the  Year  of

Daniel  commenced  a  suit  in  Chancery  against  the  said  Thomas  Mc¬ 
Daniel  heir  at  Law  of  the  said  Arthur  McDaniel  in  the  County  of 
Albemarle  and  hath  Obtained  a  Decree  for  the  Conveyance  of  the  said 
two  hundred  acres  of  Land  against  the  said  Thomas  by  which  decree 
it  is  Ordered  and  directed  that  the  said  Thomas  McDaniel  by  John 
Nicholas  who  was  appointed  his  Guardian  to  defend  him  in  the  said 
suit  to  convey  to  the  said  James  Chitwood  the  Fee  simple  Estate  of 
the  two  hundred  Acres  of  Land  in  the  Bill  of  Complaint  mentioned 
upon  his  the  said  James  Chitwood’s  satisfying  and  paying  the  Exec¬ 
utors  of  the  said  Arthur  McDaniel  twelve  pounds  and  seven  pence 
which  appeared  to  the  said  Court  to  be  the  Ballance  Due  for  the  said 
Land  Now  this  Indenture  Witnesseth  that  the  said  Thomas  McDaniel 
by  the  said  John  Nicholas  his  said  Guardian  in  pursuance  of  the  said 
Decree  of  Albemarle  County  Court  Hath  Granted  Bargained  and 
Confirmed  and  by  these  presents  doth  Grant  Bargain  and  Confirm 
unto  the  said  James  Chitwood  his  heirs  and  assigns  two  hundred 
Acres  of  Land  b^^dng  part  of  the  before-mentioned  four  hundred  acres 
whereon  the  said  .James  Chitwood  now  dwelleth  on  the  Land  Men¬ 
tioned  in  the  aforesaid  Decree  to  be  laid  off  on  the  South  End  or  side 
of  the  said  four  hundred  Acres  Granted  to  the  said  Arthur  McDaniel, 
etc.,  etc.

The  military  record  of  this  Thomas  McDaniel  in  the  Revolutionary 
War,  according  to  records  in  the  Virginia  State  Library,  Richmond, 
Virginia,  is  cited  in  the  following  paragraphs: 

11th  Virffinin  Regiment,  War  Documents,  235,  1: 

Show  Thomas  McDaniel  listed  as  a  private  in  Captain  William 
Smith’s  company  in  Colonel  Daniel  Morgan’s  11th  Virginia  Regi¬ 
ment,  on  the  pay  roll  as  enlisted  January  18,  1777,  and  time  in  the 
service,  3  mos.,  13  days.

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Illinois  Papers,  D.  22  and  159: 

Show  Thomas  McDaniel,  Mattross,  to  have  enlisted  in  Captain 
Robert  George’s  Company  of  Artillery  in  the  Service  of  the  Com¬ 
monwealth — Virginia  and  Illinois  Department — commencing  June  4, 
1779,  and  ending  September  24,  1779,  a  service  of  3  mos.  and  21  days, 
for  which  the  pay  to  be  issued  was  $30  and  60-72  cents,  rate  8  and 
Vo  dollars  per  month. 

Journal  of  the  House  of  Delegates  of  Virginia,  1833-34,  Document 
No.  82,  page  19: 

Records  in  “A  List  of  Non-Commissioned  Officers  and  Soldiers  of 
the  Illinois  Regiment  and  the  Western  Army,”  under  the  command 
of  General  George  Rogers  Clark,  Thomas  McDaniel,  private,  as  en¬ 
titled  to  land  for  a  service  of  3  years  in  the  Revolutionary  War. 

Records  in  the  courthouse  at  Amherst,  Virginia,  show’  that  Thomas 
McDonald  of  the  County  of  Albemarle  purchases,  for  the  sum  of  130 
pounds  current  money,  200  acres  of  land  on  Davis’s  Creek  from  Wil¬ 
liam  Ilorral,  August  4,  1777.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  this  date  does  not 
conflict  w'ith  his  period  of  service  in  Captain  William  Smith’s  com¬ 
pany  in  Colonel  Daniel  Morgan’s  11th  Virginia  Regiment,  since  he 
left  that  command  around  May  1,  1777. 

The  First  Census  of  the  United  Stales,  “Heads  of  Families  in  Vir¬ 
ginia,  1783,”  page  47,  Amherst  County,  lists  Thomas  McDaniel  with 
7  wiiites  and  12  negroes. 

Amherst  County,  Virginia,  records,  Deed  Book  G,  pages  168-69, 
state  that  Thomas  McDannel,  through  power  of  attorney,  granted  to 
Samuel  Shelton,  Jr.,  sells  the  same  200  acres  of  land  w’hich  he  bought 
in  1777  to  John  Shelton  and  others  for  140  pounds  current  in  Vir¬ 
ginia  money.  This  transaction  was  dated  September  15,  1792.  It  is 
to  be  noted  that  this  sale  was  effected  by  power  of  attorney,  which 
indicates  that  more  than  likely  this  Thomas  McDonald  (McDannel 
or  McDaniel)  w'as  at  that  time  out  of  the  state,  it  is  believed  in  Union 
County,  South  Carolina.  Another  point  of  significance  is  that  the 
power  of  attorney  was  granted  to  Samuel  Shelton,  Jr.,  who  w'as  very 
likely  the  son  of  Samuel  Shelton,  father-in-law  of  John  Lewis,  Sr., 
of  Albemarle  County.  This  John  Lewds  was  one  of  the  executors  of 
the  estate  of  Thomas  McDaniel  (died  1754),  uncle  of  the  Thomas 
McDaniel  of  Albemarle  and  Amherst  counties,  Virginia,  and  Union 
County,  South  Carolina. 

Mr.  Laurens  G.  Young’s  genealogical  chart  of  the  Sims  Family,  a 
phutostatic  copy  of  which  is  in  the  University  of  Virginia  Library 
and  the  Virginia  State  Library,  show’s  that  this  Thomas  McDaniel 
(McDonald)  first  married  Nancy  Sims,  daughter  of  Captain  Charles 
Sims,  w’ho  in  1777  raised  a  company  in  Albemarle  County,  and  his 
wife,  Sebilla  (Isabella)  Bowles  Sims.  This  Sebilla  Bowles  was  a 
daughter  of  John  Knight  Bowles  of  Hanover  County,  Virginia.  It 
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would  seem  to  be  the  case  that  this  first  marriage  of  Thomas  Mc¬ 
Daniel  (or  McDonald)  took  place  in  Virginia,  and  that  when  his 
father-in-law,  Captain  Charles  Sims,  moved  to  South  Carolina,  he 
accompanied  him. 

The  second  wife  of  Thomas  McDaniel  (McDonald)  was  Frances 
Crenshaw,  by  whom  he  had  the  following  children Elizabeth  Lewis 
McDaniel  (named  probably  for  her  great  aunt),  Jane  McDaniel, 
John  McDaniel,  Robert  McDaniel,  and  Matilda  McDaniel. 

Thomas  “McDonald’s”  name  appears  on  the  index  of  the  will  books 
of  Union  County,  South  Carolina,  and  his  will  was  filed,  August  11, 
1800.  The  following  is  a  copy  of  it. 

WILL  OF  THOMAS  MCDONALD  (MCDANIEL) 

(Will  Book  A,  Union  County,  South  Carolina,  pages  lOC-108,  or 
Box  8,  Package  47.)

years  and  at  the  death  of  wife  Frances  I  doth  give  the  above  men¬ 
tioned  tract  of  land  to  my  Son  RolK:*rl  McDonald  to  him  and  his  Heirs 
forever.  Item  I  give  my  two  sons  Charles  and  Thomas  McDonald 
one  tract  of  Land  in  Chester  County  that  I  did  purchase  of  John 
McCool,  ana  also  one  other  tract  of  land  lying  in  Union  County,  that 
I  did  i)urchase  of  Wrn.  Pearson,  to  be  equally  divided  between  them 
which  I  give  them  and  their  Heirs  forever.  Item  I  give  my  wife 
Frances  one  Ball  face  mare,  exclusive  of  a  child’s  part  which  I  give 
her  forever.  Item  I  give  my  Daughter  Sarah  S.  McDonald  one  celar 
colt,  named  Harpoon — Item  I  give  my  daughter  Sebellow  B.  McDon¬ 
ald,  one  celar  colt  named  Snip — Item  when  my  Daughter  Lucy  Farr 
was  married  I  did  give  her  three  negroes  named  Jude,  Mill  and  Lewis, 
which  arc  to  be  appraised,  and  valued  as  such  a  i)art  of  her  portion. 
Legacy  or  part  of  my  estate  and  after  my  Decease  my  De.sire  is  that 
my  Executors  have  three  negroes  valued  for  each  of  my  children  as 
near  the  value  as  may  be  most  convenient  one.  If  any  .«:hould  not 
amount  to  the  value  of  the  above  named  negroes  their  lot  must  be 
made  up  in  money  and  if  it  should  overbalance  the  same  to  be  De¬ 
ducted,  ami  that  my  children  doth  draw  lots  for  choices  of  the  said 
lots  of  negroes,  etc.,  that  is  to  say  namely  Charles  McDonald,  Sarah 
S.  McDonald,  Thomas  McDonald.  Sibello  B.  McDonald,  Elizabeth  L. 
McDonahl,  Jensey  McDonald,  Robert  McDonald  and  Matilda  McDon¬ 
ald  which  lot  of  Negroes  etc.  1  give  to  them  and  their  Heirs  forever 
— Item  I  desire  all  of  my  just  debts  to  be  paid  Item  My  desire  is 
that  the  residue  and  remainder  of  my  estate  be  equally  divided 
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among'st  all  my  children.  Witnessed  and  signed  with  my  hand  and 
Seal  this  11th  day  Aug.  ISOO. 

I,  Frances  McDonald  do  hereby  mutually  approbate  this  will  and 
Testament  and  will  abide  by  the  same  acknowledged  before  me  the 
day  last  aforesaid.

Thus  the  descendants  of  Reuben  Thompson  Gee  and  his  wife,  Ger¬ 
trude  Gist  Gee,  of  Union  County,  South  Carolina,  have  in  direct  line 
the  following  knowm  Revolutionary  ancestors:  Captain  Charles  Sims 
and  his  wife,  Isabella  Bowles  Sims,  both  of  Virginia  and  Union 
County,  South  Carolina;  Lieutenant  Ephraim  Parham  and  Patriots 
William  Gee  and  Lewis  Parham.,  all  of  Brunswick  County,  Vir¬ 
ginia;  Mattross  Thomas  McDaniel  of  Albemarle  and  Amherst  coun¬ 
ties,  Virginia,  and  Union  County,  South  Carolina;  Charles  “Powder- 
face”  Gee  of  Lunenburg  County,  Virginia;  and  Robert  Crenshaw*, 
Senior,  of  or  near  Prince  William  County,  Virginia,  and  Union 
County,  South  Carolina.

MARY  GEE  HUMPHRIES 

Mary  Ann  Rebecca  Frances  Gee,  second  child  and  only  daughter  of 
Wilson  Parham  Gee  and  his  wife,  Drucilla  Elizabeth  Gilliam  Gee, 
married  Milton  MeSwain  Humphries,  and  they  had  five  children: 
William  S.  Humphries,  Drucilla  Humphries,  Reuben  W.  Humphries, 
Pearl  Humphries,  and  Mary  Humphries.  Reuben  W.  Humphries 
married  Florence  Chandler  and  is  survived  by  several  children.  Pearl 
Humphries  married  Claude  C.  Sartor  of  Union,  South  Carolina,  and 
she  is  survived  by  her  husband  and  .several  children.  The  other 
children  of  Milton  MeSwain  Humphries  and  his  wife,  Mary  Gee 
Humphries,  died  unmarried.  None  of  the  children  of  this  union  was 
living  in  1935,  and  hence  it  was  found  impracticable  to  secure  fuller 
data  concerning  this  branch  of  the  family. 

JAMES  MONROE  GEE 

James  Monroe  Gee,  third  child  of  Wilson  Parham  Gee  and  his  wife, 
Drucilla  Elizabeth  Gilliam  Gee,  was  born  March  22,  1852,  and  died 
December  19,  1928.  He  was  married  on  January  26,  1892,  to  Eliz¬ 
abeth  Farrar,  daughter  of  John  Clough  Farrar  and  his  wife,  Jose¬ 
phine  Randolph  Hooker  Farrar.  Elizabeth  Farrar  was  born  in  1857. 

James  Monroe  Gee  was  graduated  at  W’ofTord  College  in  1872.  He 
taught  school  at  Santuc,  South  Carolina,  afterwards  studying  law 
in  the  office  of  Hon.  R.  W.  Shand  in  Union  and  was  admitted  to  the 
bar.  About  1886  he  was  elected  probate  judge  of  Union  County  and 
served  eight  year.s.  In  1901,  he  bought  a  small  farm  on  the  Two- 
Notch  Road,  about  five  miles  from  Columbia,  South  Carolina,  and 
lived  there  until  his  death. 

Elizabeth  Farrar’s  mother,  Josephine  Randolph  Hooker,  was  the 
daughter  of  Zadoc  Hooker  of  Hagerstown,  Maryland,  and  his  wife, 
Mary  Rice  McDaniel  Hooker.  This  Mary  Rice  McDaniel  was  the 
daughter  of  Charles  S.  McDaniel  and  his  w’ife,  who  was  a  Rice,  and 
sister  to  Reuben,  William,  Hezekiah,  John  and  Charles  Rice.  Charles 
S.  McDaniel  was  the  son  of  Thomas  McDaniel  by  his  first  wife,  Nancy 
Sims  McDaniel.  This  Nancy  Sims  was  the  daughter  of  Captain 
Charles  Sims  and  his  wife,  Isabella  Bowles  Sims.  Therefore,  James 
Monroe  Gee  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth  Farrar  Geo,  were  distantly  kin 
to  each  other  through  the  Sims  line;  for  Captain  Charles  Sims  was 
brother  to  James  Sims,  the  father  of  Patrick  Henry  Sim.>5.  As  is 
pointed  out  in  this  genealogical  study,  Mary  Coleman  Sims,  the 
daughter  of  Patrick  Henry  Sims,  married  Reuben  Gilliam,  who  was 
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the  grandfather  of  James  Monroe  Gee,  his  brother,  Reuben  Thomp¬ 
son  Gee,  and  his  sister,  Mary  Gee  Humphries,  on  the  maternal  side. 

Thus,  with  the  exception  of  Robert  Crenshaw,  Sr.,  the  father  of 
Frances  Crenshaw,  the  second  wife  of  Thomas  McDaniel,  the  Revolu¬ 
tionary  ancestors  of  the  descendants  of  Reuben  Thompson  Gee  and 
his  wife,  Gertrude  Gist  Gee,  as  listed  in  this  study,  are  also  the  an¬ 
cestors  of  the  descendants  of  James  Monroe  Gee  and  his  wife,  Eliz¬ 
abeth  Farrar  Gee. 

James  Monroe  Gee  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth  Farrar  Gee,  had  issue:
